War-Makers Abolish Barbarous 
Practice in Face of 
Aroused Public 



Washington.— Advocates of compul- 
sory military training have been com- 
pelled by hostile criticism to withdraw 
from their schedule the bayonet exer- 
cises and "combat practice" which 
were formerly emphasized. 

At bearings on compulsory military 
drill In schools and colleges the bar- 
barous suggestions contained in the 
manual on this subject have been 
quoted with telling effect by the oppo- 
sition. Now the war department an- 
nounces that It abolished bayonet 
training and combat practice In the re- 
serve officers' training corps last Janu- 
ary. It quotes an order Issued Febru- 
ary 23. 192$, as follows: 

"In no case will the R. O. T C. In- 
struction Include the suhject of Bay- 
onet Training and Combat Practice. 
In the future, private publications con- 
taining such mutter, other than literal 
extracts of Training Regulations, will 
not be used as text books of the R. O. 
T. C. units. However, present text 
books may be used for purposes other 
than Bayonet Training and Combat 
Practice until new ones omitting this 
subject, are supplied." 

The bayoneting Instructions showed 
just bow to stab men fatally.

500.000). 

It Is true that I20.oo0.ooo rubles 
( tfiO.000,000 ) from Internal loans is In- 
cluded In this year's receipts. How- 
ever, this Is counterbalanced by the 
fact that two Items Included under ex- 
penditures—the reserve funds and the 
subvention fund— amount to 240.00O.. 
000 rubles $12.1 .000.000 >. This puts 
the budget's stability beyond doubt. 

On the other hand, though deprived 
of the foreign financial assistance, 
which has helped to balance the budg- 
ets of Germany, and Italy. Russia Is 
unburdened by foreign or internal 
debts, except some 200.roo.000 rubles 
(fioo.ooo.ooo) raised during the last 
two years.

London — A dispatch to the Dally 
Herald from Ch lasso. Switzerland, as- 
serts that Premier Mussolini's attempt 
to enforce a nine hour day Is being 
strongly resisted, the workers threa- 
tening' to revolt. 

About i.000 workers at Carrosio. 
near Turin, went on strike, the dis- 
patch says, when their employers tried 
to enforce the extra hour. Police and 
Fascist militia occupied the mills and 
arrested several strikers. Agricultural 
workers la the Molinella district are 
refusing to recognize the Fascist un- 
ions, the dispatch says. 

Fascists Suspend Elections 

Rome - The Fascist government has 
decided upon indefinite suspension of 
all provincial, communal, and munici- 
pal elections. The step will be taken 
to bring home vividly to the people of 
Italy the necessity of abandoning all 
Internal political strife.

Scandalous Acta of Coolidge 
Officials Force Senate 
Into Probe

(Federated Press.) 

Washington. — As a consequence of 
Senator LaFolIette's exposure of the 
fraud practiced by Attorney Oeneral 
Sargent and Commissioners Hum- 
phrey and Van Fleet pf the federal 
trade commission on Federal Judge 
Super in getting him to suspend ac- 
tion against the Ward bread trust, the 
Senate has ordered its Judiciary com- 
mittee to investigate. It wants to 
know what has been done to restrain 
the bread trust and to punish the men 
guilty of creating this monopoly in 
violation of the ant! trust laws. 

LaFoIlette read and reviewed In de- 
tail the history of the deal by whtcb 
the Humphrey-Van Fleet-Hunt ma- 
jority of the federal trade commission, 
under pretense of killing the Ward 
food products combine, stopped all 
federal prosecution of th»* bread trust 
• both in the commission and in the 
deportment of justice. 

The dissenting opinion of Commis- 
sioners Nugent and Thompson, who 
announced the majority action as hav- 
ing been "railroad-d through in 15 
minutes." formed the core of his 
speech. In conclusion the Wisconsin 
senator demanded that Judge So per 
order the reopening of the entire mat- 
ter, since Nugent and Thompson bad 
proved that Sopor's suspension of 
prosecution of the Ward crowd for 
violation of the Clayton anti-trust law 
was secured through fraud. 

This fraud was outlined as follows: 
In the consent decree it was stipulated 
that charge* of violation of the Clay- 
ton act. Sec. 7. by the Continental 
Baking Corp. were dismissed because 
similar charges were then --April 2 — 
pending before the federal trade com- 
mission. As a matter of fact, the com- 
mission had. at the arbitrary demand 
of Humphrey and over the protest of 
Chairman Nugent, dismissed the com- 
plaint in question against the Conti- 
nental the previous day. Aprtl 1. Not 
only that, but Attorney General Sar- 
gent bad tn-en notified by letter, car- 
ried by »p«>cial m»-*»engcr. April I. 
that the commission had dismissed 
the complaint. Judce Super in Balti- 
more was led to believe that the com- 
mission would go ahead with Its com- 
plaint. »hcn the arrangements had all 
b»»en completed to set the Ward trust 
fre<» to combine a* many baking estab- 
lishment* a* tt might see fit to merge, 
all over the I'nited States. In this 
trt« k»-ry the mo-t Important case ever 
brought again n the bread monopoly 
m the nation was killed. 



Indiana Supreme Court Rules 

Against Utterance of Truth 



George R. Dale. 59-yearold fight- 
ing editor of Post Democrat of 
Munele. Ind . wa* sentenced to 
the stat** penal farm for 90 days 
and fined $50o for contempt of 
court by a pro-Klan district Judke The 
supreme court of Indiana has confirm- 
ed this sentence in a decision that, 
strikes so squarely at the freedom of 
the press that even the reactionary 
Chicago Tribune has taken up the 
fight in Dale's behalf. 

The supreme court of Indiana has 
ruled that "the truth Is no defense" in 
case of the criticism of a court; in 
other words; A PKKSON MAY NOT 
TELL EVEN THE TRCTH REGARD- 
ING A COURT DECISION AIK><?T 
HIMSELF OR HIS PAPER. IF THE 
TRCTH REFLECTS IN ANY WAY 
ON THE COCRTOR THE DECISION. 

This decision involves in a new aud 
dangerous Interpretation, according to 
high legal authority, the whole funda- 
mental, constitutional question of free 
speech and the freedom of the press. 
IF IT 18 ALLOWED TO BECOME A 
PRECEDENT. THE TRUTH W»LL 
NO LONGER SERVE AS A DE- 
FENSE AGAINST THE TYRANNY 
OF THE COURTS. THE COURTS 
WILL BE HIGHER THAN THE 
TRUTH. THE COURTS CAN GAG 
AND SUPPRESS THE TRUTH IN 
ALL CASKS INVOLVING THEIR 
AUTHORITY AND "DIGNITY." 

The story of Dale Is significant in 
Its revelation of the danger to liberty 
of lawless, violent and extra-legal 
organizations taking part In politics.

At that 
time he was fighting certain political 
groups whom ho accused of grafting In 
public works In Munele and in Dela- 
ware county. And at that time the

Attacked by Hooded Men

] loads of men in black hoods while 
walking on the stre* 

One of the klansrm-n pushed a re- 

t volver Into' Dale's midriff and another 
did the same to the hoy. Both were 
then ordered to get into one of the 
cars. 

But Dale and his bov fought and In 
the vcuffte Dale wrenched the revol- 
ver away from his antagonist, pushed 
it Into the man's abdomen, and fired. 
The hooded man sank to the ground. 
Dale was struck do^-n by another 
member of the band. :<tid. when he bad 
regained consciousness, the klansmen. 
with the man Dale had idiot, had disap- 
peared. 

Dale says he learned later that he 
killed the man. and Attorney Rooker 
cities this Incident la one of the peti- 
tions before tho Supreme court, say- 
ing that the next week the victim died 
In a local hospital. 

Early in February. 1^2.1. came the 
next attack, and th« one out of which 
the contempt cases grew. Dale was 
sitting in the office of Attorney Gene 
Williams of Munele. in the Wysor 
block, with Williams, and two boot- 
leggers from whom they were trying 
to get some information concerning 
their activities under klan political 
protection, when suddenly some of the 
klan policemen entered. 

Indicted as Bootlegger 

The police found no liquor there.

.of the editor of the Post- Democrat is 
I the natural sequence of the general 
i conspiracy to discredit this newspa- 
per and its publisher." 

For the publication of this editorial 
Dale was cited for contempt by Judge 
Dearth and. without being allowed 
service of an attorney, he says, sen- 
tenced to ninety days and fined $500. 

A few days later he filed an answer 
to this sentence. In which he set forth 
the whole editorial and offered to 
prove it— and for filing this answer bo 
was again cited for contempt by Judge 
Dearth and given another sentence ex- 
actly like the first one. 

Indirect and Direct Contempt 

The first charge was one of Indlroct 
contempt; the second one of direct 
contempt.

London. England.— The class strug 
gle In active form broke out in the 
house of lords when this body passed 
against the violently dissenting vote* 
of Its four tabor member*, the mine 
owners bill to Increase the hours of 
labor In the coal mine* from seven to 
eight hours per day without any in- 
crease of pay. 

By this act the government broke 
one of the pmmlse* by which it 
brought about an end of the general 
strike -the promise not to lower 
wages or b-ngthen hours in the coal 
Industry. The situation of the miners 
is thus made more desperate by Bri- 
tish law and tbelr determination to 
fight on at all costs until victory is 
achieved is vastly strengthened. 

The Venerable house of lords was 
the scene of unparalleled disorders aa 
the bill for the eight hour working day 
in the mine* was passing its third 
reading. The labor peers stormed the 
holy "gilded chamber" and had to be 
forcibly ejected - which never has hap- 
pened before. 

Fist fight* among thje peers occur- 



France surrendered to the demands 
of the Anglo-American world-ruling 
combine of bankers this week, thereby 
choosing to" attempt to restore the 
franc by the "experts' " plan laid down 
by private magnates, rather than by 
the -Socialist plan of a capital levy 
which would take over part of the 
fortunes of the industrial and financial 
rulers of France. 

This development was foreshadowed 
in an article written by Lawrence 
Todd of the Federated Press service 
and appearing in the American Appeal 
more than a month ago. Shortly after 
the appearance of Mr. Todd's article. 
Nncoln Phlfer wrote an article for the 
Appeal, going more into detail and 
brSnging out the economic facts and 
principles behind this significant de- 
velopment The statements and con- 
clusions of Todd and Phifer have been 
verified in a most remarkable manner 
by development* in France the past 
ten days. 

The most significant development 
connected with this event is that the 
plan of the "experts ' contains an ulti- 
matum which literally pla< es France 
in bondage to the International Bank- 
ers' Trust and forces France to agree 
lo abandon its great publicly owned 
national, like the tobacco monopoly, 
and to resist all the demands of tbe 
Socialists in the future. This brings 
out strikingly the fact that th" real 
battle in the world today is between 
the International Bankers and Social* 
ism. 

As a "reward" for surrendering Its 
financial independence and its right tp 
social progress. France will receive 
loans and financial backing from the 
gre-tt dominant private lnteresta to 
the end of restoring the franc to tta 
par value. These developments bring

Against Truth

The Indiana Supr-me court affirmed 
judgment in the Cr«t case and re- 
versed it in the second— and it Is in 
the opinion rendered by the court in 
the affirmed case, tbat attorney"* say 
the danger to the freedom of the 
whole press lie*. For the court among 
other things said: 

"Appellant say» •« his answer that 
the statements made in the alleged 

contemptuous article are true 

It it not • justification toe contempt 
. . even though «t be shown that 
the article published were true, if it 
in any way hindered the orderly proc- 
ess of the court and brought it Into 
contempt before the people. 

"It is no eseuse for one charged 
with criminal contempt predicated 
upon an article published in a news- 
paper that the article in all respects 
was true The truth of an ar- 
ticle is not a matter of defense, 
neither is it a defense to show that 
there was no intent to commit con- 
tempt. Such answer is insufficient to 
purge the contemner of guilt.** 

Attorney Rooker. after the decision 
was made, sought by a petition to 
amend the petition of errors originally 
filed, to get a rchearins;. In this peti- 
tion he set forth that the original sen- 
tence was wron* acd unlawful since It 
had b«en passed upon Dale at a time 
when, this petition contended, the law 
had broken down la Muncle and Dela- 
ware county, when neither the law of 
Indiana nor the constitution of the 
United States was functioning. 

The attorney set forth that the Ku 
Klux Klan had set up a super govern- 
ment not based on any law, and he set 
forth that Judgn Dearth, at the time 
was not a Judge of the court because 
bis klan oath superseded his oath of 
office.

support. of the British miners. 

There has be«a no such demonstra- 
tion since the days of the Curzon 
ultimatum. The huge crowds were 
wonderfully enthusiastic as they 
marched to the strains of revolu- 
tionary music, and carrying countless 
banners bearing the slogans: "Hands 
off the Soviet Trade Unions." an<l 
"Increase Your Aid to the British 
Miners." 



Great Britain 

London.— The fight of the British 
Tory government to lengthen the 
working day of the coal mines an 
hour, to demoralize and break up the 
miners organisation and to pass laws 
virtually outlawing the trade unions 
and making their funds subject to 
confiscation in ca.*e. «»f a general 
stride, has caused British Iaf>«»r 
throughout the isles to drop all con- 
troversial matter that tended to di- 
vide the workers and present a solid 
front to the enemy. In accordance 
with this program, the controversial 
meeting slated for June to deter- 
mine who was to blame f<<r calling off 
the <;« neral Strike was postponed. 

London. - Following an all night 
session, commons, at 4:3o a m. yes- 
terday. passed the new emergency 
regulations giving the government 
power to deal with the situation aris- 
ing out of the coal strike. 



Poland 

In a recent statement to the prens. 
M. haczinski. Socialist vice-president 
of the Polish diet, said regarding the 
present situation created by Pilsud- 
ski and the army: 

Tonftihion Is Increasing and it Is 
quite natural, because whether Mar- 
shal PilsudHki has a program now or 
not. it Is certainly apparent he started 
the revolution without one. He made 
hi* military revolt at the time that he 
did because he learned the old gov- 
ernment had become aware of some of 
his plans and had Issued orders for 
the arrest of numerous officers of the 
old Pilsudski legion. 

"Marshall Pilsudskl chose to march 
against Warsaw. He could state no 
affirmative or constructive reason be- 
cause he had none. Ho said he was 
against the administrative corruption 
and injustice. Who is not? It was 
Just a general statement." 



Mexico 

The Mexican Federation of Labor 
(Confederation Regional Ohrera) has 
dedicated its fir3t bank to the cause 
ot agriculture, in order to prove the 
desire of all classes In Mexico to pro- 
mote the national development. 

This is In line with the traditional 
policy of the federation. Its Banco 
Co-operative Agricola ha< a capital of 
|Oo.oo«U'Oi> Mexican dollars and re- 
sources to date of several times this 
umotint. It will make loans to coop- 
erative societies of small farmers for 
the purchaHu of seed and supplies. 

This will also strengthen the bonds 
of common Interest between tho city 
workers and the farmers. This prac- 
tical cooperation will serve to fortify 
the economic and political Interests 
between two classes who are funda- 
mentally pledged to the same histor- 
ical mission. 



Belgium 

During the present fln»n<H*J crisis 
In Belgium following the ultimatum of 
the International Bankers' Trust and 
the surrender of the government, the 
Socialists have decided to remain In 
the cabinet as a means of protection 
against violent Fascism, although the 
present premier. Jasper, has a pro- 
gram opposed In every way to the 
Ideas of the Socialists. The Socialists 
are also continuing their program of 
arming the workers against Faiclst 
violence or a sudden Fascist revolu- 
tion and holding them In a state of 
readiness for any emergency.

Working conditions In the non-union 
coal fields of- Florida are graphically 
described in a letter from Michael 
i>emehack. a- graduate tn TTZ3 of 
Brookwood Labor College, who 
worked there this Spring. 

"In the mining camps of the South." 
he writes, ' the workers see no real 
money. Scrip is the medium of ex- 
change. Many have not seen cash 
since the days that the union was 
wtth them. Now they are living from 
hand to mouth. It is a usual sight to 
see women and children gathered at 
the company store along about ■'. p. 
m. for the purpu^o of drawing In 
scrip that the bread winner of the 
family has earned that very day The 
scrip Is never ev«n taken away from 
the store, ft goes to the workers 
homes as provisions— enough to last 
one more day. 

"For these workers to organize Is 
Impossible as they would be cut off 
completely from the credit of the: 
store, and since they hare no money, 
living would become very difficult 
without work. 

"One doesn't even hear a word of 
resentment or discontent although 
they are plainly written on the faces 
of those InvoU*-d. One word of dis- 
satisfactioo and they would be fired. 
Thus through fear of losing their jobs 
they become loyal slaves to the em- 
ployer. 

"Loading coal < machine mined) 
pays ::7 cents a lone ton. 1 should say 
a company mo I don't know how 
many pounds it takes to make such a 
ton. but I <ts* know it is more than 
the ordinary camber. Pick coal (band 
mined) pays 40 rents a ton. The con- 
ditions in that locality were so de- 
pressing that I quit. They are even 
worse in the non union fields of West 
Virginia and Alabama."

Deliver France 

to Bank Trust 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

London. — A leading London finan- 
cier tells the following story of 
the development of the French finan- 
cial situation: 

During the general strike, this In- 
formant says, Jean Parmentier, French 
financial expert, came to London to 
appeal to Benjamin Strong, governor 
of the federal reserve bank of New 
York, for a large loan. Mr. Strong 
refused to receive him except In the 
presence of Montagu Norman, gover- 
nor of the Bank of Kngland. 

The three put on paper the demands 
of the Anglo-American financiers, ss 
follows: 

1. A general plan for financial re- 
construction must be prepared by • 
committee of experts. 

2. The plan must be accepted In 
writing by the principal party leaders. 

3. The gold offered for security 
must be exported. 

4. Legislation to guarantee prop- 
erty Interests against attack by the 
socialists. 

With this list of demands, Mr. Par- 
mentier returned to Paris, arriving 
when the franc was at its lowest 
point. The government. In a panic, 
agreed, and the demands were sent to 
M. fferrlot, former premier and leader 
of the Socialists, who agreed to 
accept. 

Then the government started a cam- 
paign to bull the franc, and M. Her 
riot, seeing the Improvement, changed 
his mind and refused to sign the 
terms he had agreed to verbally. 

Already over $30,OOO.Qu<# has been 
spent by the government to support 
the franc, which is slipping again, and 
the government has been warned by 
London that the situation Is hopeless 
unless there is an Immediate and 
drastic reform.

This enormous return *v Interest 
and dividends on stocks »nd bonds 
comes out of Industry and those to 
whom It goes are customarily willing 
to see wages held dpwn or reduced, 
rather than Jeopardize their own in- 
come to any extent. 
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The price of bread in London Is 
only a little more than half what it Is 
in Fargo. North Dakota, in the heart 
of the wheat region, and London gets 
most of her wheat from that section of 
the world. You "free" Americans, you 
glory hallelujah patri rots, don't you 
see bow the hypocritical "good" people 
are gouging you?

Wages are higher, working hours 
shorter, and the cost of HVlng lower 
than any other State. There Is less 
unemployment in Queensland. Closer 
settlement on the land Is more ad- 
vanced and under better conditions of 
tenure than any other part of the 
Commonwealth. 

Tax Equality 

The Queensland taxes have oeen 
levied with the proper regard to the 
sound doctrine of "ability to pay." Un- 
der the Queensland system the In- 
come tax is so graduated that the citi- 
zens with small incomes are exempt: 
those with moderate Incomes are taxed 
at a moderate rate; and those whose 
incomes are large are taxed at the 
heavier rate. The general statutory 
exemption was raised by the Labor 
Party from £200 tp£25<J and the de- 
duction allowed In respect to a tax- 
payer's wife wan increased to £40, 
and in respect to each child £T>0.

Unemployed Insured 

Another great problem which agi- 
tates the minds of Labor leaders is 
that of unemployment. The Queens- 
land Labor Government has honestly, 
earnestly and successfully dealt with 
this dread economic evil with the pas- 
sage of the Unemployed Workers' In- 
surance Scheme. Labor has guar- 
anteed that worklcss men and women 
will not be thrown upon the scrap- 
heap of Industry and rendered desti- 
tute. For the amalt weekly payment 
of 3d. the workers of Queensland have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they 
are insured against these lean periods 
that are bound to arise from time to 
time, and In making these payments 
no hardship is Imposed upon him. 
This is the only scheme of its kind In 
Australia. Under this scheme unem- 
ployed workers can claim sustenance 
as a right, and not as a charity. This 
scheme was bitterly opposed by the 
Tory Party, who designated it the 
"Loafers* Paradise Act." Such Is the 
contempt for the worker. Vested in- 
terests naturally look to an army of 
unemployed to checkmate the efforts 
of the workers for social and Indus- 
trial reform. 

State Insurance 

The State insurance scheme is an- 
other plank of the Labor Party's plat- 
form in actual operation In Queens 
land. 



It Is their Intention also to Increase 

the amount of compensation payable 
to those suffering from industrial dis- 
eases. 

Notwithstanding that the 44-Hour 
Act has been in operation In Queens- 
land for a number of years, as pointed 
out In the above figures, the wealth 
production, the output of manufactures 
and population have increased mate- 
rially.

There Is no necessity to empha- 
size the obvious similarity, in essence 
and effect, of these two declarations. 
Both "collective ownership" and "so- 
cialization" in the sense in which they 
are used by the Labor Movement are 
Interchangeable terms. In the conno- 
tation In which they are used In the 
objective they Imply a similar theory 
of social reorganization. The change 
In the objective was. therefore, merely 
terminological, and bears no other 
significance. 

Why and Wherefore 

The question, however, of the why 
and tho wherefore of the objective — 
the necessity for such a declaration 
at the h*ad of the lienor platform — 
is admittedly worthy of a more de- 
tailed examination. 

The Inquirer must realize that the 
declaration In question Is neither more 
j nor less what it claims to be — namely, 
an objective, a goal, something to be 
j achieved.
